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IS THAT ORGANIC? 



Buying organic fruits and vegetables costs 
more, and for many shoppers, the advan- 
tage hardly seems worth the expense. But 
for certain produce items, “buying organic 
is a must,” according to a new release from 
Consumer Reports, the nonprofit long 
known for its product reviews. 

The group’s 53-page report, “From Crop 
to Table: Pesticide Use in Produce,” is 
highly critical of conventional farming, say- 
ing that “the reliance on toxic pesticides to 
produce food is neither safe nor sustain- 
able. ... Given the growing body of scientific 
evidence pointing to harm, we believe that 
the costs are too high and do not justify 
the short-term benefits of controlling pests 
with toxic chemicals.” And it suggests buy- 
ing organic whenever possible. 

Consumer Reports based its analysis 
on U.S. Department of Agriculture data on 
pesticide residues and combined that with 
Environmental Protection Agency assess- 
ments of pesticide toxicity. It also takes 
into account the typical serving size. 

The five highlighted fruits and vegeta- 
bles are peaches, carrots, strawberries, 
green beans and sweet bell peppers.

These days, one can find a variety of stores for 
organic produce and cage-free eggs without 
making the trek to a Whole Foods. 

Whole Foods wants to show why its stores 
and products are worth seeking out, and keep 
eager rivals in check. 

To do so. Whole Foods is putting its prac- 
tices and its people at its 22 stores in the Chi- 
cago area front and center. It’s also emphasiz- 
ing unique and local products. 

Whole Foods opened its first Chicago shop 
in 1993 and direct competition was minimal. 

Fast forward to 2015, and Whole Foods’ 
competition has grown exponentially In the 
Chicago area, Heinen’s, Jewel-Osco and Mari- 
ano’s are just some of the more traditional 
chains that stock local and organic produce. 

Whole Foods also faces increased compe- 
tition from fresh- focused chains. The Fresh 


Market, which has been around since the 
1980s, has nine Illinois locations. 

But as Whole Foods sees it, there are dif- 
ferences. “No one has our level of passion in 
what we do,” Whole Foods Midwest Regional 
President Michael Bashaw said. 

Whole Foods doesn’t stock products that 
contain artificial colors, flavors, preserva- 
tives or sweeteners. Its eggs are all cage-free, 
including those used in its baked goods. The 
chain doesn’t carry any products that contain 
high fructose corn syrup, which eliminates 
mainstream products such as Heinz ketchup 
and Coca-Cola. 

The chain’s newest Midwest location 
opened late last month at i N. Halsted St. in 
the West Loop. That’s just steps from a Mari- 
ano’s, an upscale, full-line Chicago area grocer 
run by Round/s. 

At the Halsted store. Whole Foods shop- 


pers can find six rotating varieties of bacon 
smoked in house and sold for $9.99 a pound. 
The pork pricing might seem extreme, espe- 
cially when Oscar Mayer bacon sells for less 
than $5 a pound at other stores. 

But Charles Gass, the store’s meat special- 
ist, can give shoppers nearly every detail of 
the pigs and the smoking process used to cre- 
ate the bacon. 

“We use our pork from Missouri. There’s 
no cages, no crates, no crowding, no antibiot- 
ics and no hormones,” said Gass, who also said 
the bacon is made in a five-day curing process 
without nitrates or preservatives. 

Earlier this year, Round/s CEO Bob Mari- 
ano brushed off comparisons between his 
eponymous chain and Whole Eoods. 

“Let’s be clear about something. Whole 
Eoods is not an analog for Mariano’s. Mari- 
ano’s is a far more complete shopping expe- 


rience than Whole Eoods. So, you cannot 
do your complete shopping trip at a Whole 
Eoods. You can at a Mariano’s,” Mariano said 
on a March conference call. 

Bashaw disagrees. If one is focused on natural 
and organic ingredients, and even personal care 
products and clothing, the chain holds its own. 

While organic produce “is available pretty 
much almost anywhere,” Bashaw acknowl- 
edges. Whole Foods touts it’s certified organic. 

Ryan Jackson stopped by the juice bar at 
the West Loop Whole Foods after a trip to 
the nearby Mariano’s juice bar. 

Jackson hoped to get an all-organic smooth- 
ie, which neither Mariano’s nor Whole Foods 
could do. Ultimately he stopped by a salad 
bar in the Whole Foods and got a mix of veg- 
etables. 

“Bam! All organic,” said Jackson, as he left 
the store.

Englewood residents weigh in on *Chiraq’

Asiaha Butler is the president of an Engle- 
wood community group. She’s also a fan of 
filmmaker Spike Lee. 

So when word surfaced that Lee recently 
told Mayor Emanuel he’s planning to do a 
movie about black-on-black crime in Engle- 
wood and will be calling it “Chiraq,” Butler 
had mixed feelings. 

“I am not concerned by his cinematogra- 
phy {or} that his story won’t be a good story,” 
said Butler, president of the Resident Asso- 
ciation of Greater Englewood. “I hope it will 
be a balanced story” 

Butler doesn’t like the term “Chiraq”— a 
combination of the words “Chicago” and 
“Iraq” meant to draw parallels between Chi- 
cago violence and an overseas war zone. It 
gives the community a bad name, she said. 

“Living in a community like Englewood, 
which is where the term probably derived 
from, it’s disheartening for me, because we 
work so hard to change the perception,” she 
said. “We know crime occurs there, but to 
deem us as Chiraq {and say] that every time 
you go out you need a bulletproof vest, that’s 
just not the reality we live in.” 

The mayor doesn’t like the word either. In 
fact, Emanuel recently told Lee he didn’t like 
the film’s title, and that the two had an “honest, 
frank conversation” about Lee’s plans for the 
film. However, Emanuel did not say whether 
Lee would agree to consider changing the 
name, according to the Chicago Tribune. 

RedEye spoke to those who live, work and 
study in Englewood to get their take on Lee’s 
plans. 

That includes i8 -year-old Cory Eraction, a 
student at Paul Robeson High School in En- 
glewood, who said the film title “Chiraq” was 
“a really good name” for a movie about the 
neighborhood. 

“Everybody knows people fight in Chicago, 
people get shot at in Chicago,” he said. “It’s just 
a nice little name ... I don’t take it too serious.” 

The term “Chiraq” has been popular in cer- 
tain circles for several years, especially after 
rapper King Louie popularized it, said Nata- 
lie Moore, a reporter in WBEZ’s South Side 
bureau, which was formerly located in Engle- 
wood. King Louie in 2011 dropped a mixtape 
called “Chiraq Drillinois.” More recently, the 
term has bubbled into the mainstream, and 
Lee’s movie puts it directly in the spotlight— 
which could be hurtful, Moore said. 

“There’s a lot of weight that’s in a name,” 
she said. “I do think the danger is painting 
Chicago as just this Wild West. There’s no nu- 
ance in a name like Chiraq.” 

But Geri Harston, another Lee fan and 
the COO of Englewood community center 
Imagine Englewood If, said she doesn’t have

a problem with the title. 

“We have a lot of our residents dying here 
every day just like in Iraq,” said Harston, who 
was born and raised in Englewood and now 
lives in suburban South Holland. “We need to 
take care of some of these issues at home and 
bring attention to it.” 

Englewood has the fourth-highest number 
of recent reports of violent crime out of Chi- 
cago’s 77 communities, according to Tribune 
data, and it is tied for fourth in reports of 


“quality of life” crimes such as narcotics and 
prostitution. There have been four homicides 
in Englewood so far this year, according to 
RedEye’s analysis of police data. 

There were 21 homicides in Englewood last 
year. And while it didn’t have the most homi- 
cides of any community in the city —Austin is 
No. I with 36 killings— the South Side com- 
munity has a reputation as one of the most 
dangerous in the city according to RedEye’s 
analysis of law enforcement data. Overall, the 


city saw 434 homicides, down from 441 in 
2013, according to a review of data. 

Butler says she hopes people can see “the 
sense of resilience of people living in Engle- 
wood, that the majority of people in my com- 
munity want a safe, walkable, livable com- 
munity, that most of us work every day and 
just try to stay afloat, even though we have 
challenges in this community” mcrepeau@

Dew Tour announces 
June stop in Chicago

The Dew Tour, a mix of BMX, skateboarding 
and— in colder-climate states— snowboard- 
ing, is making a stop in Chicago this summer, 
officials announced Thursday 
The Grant Park Skate Park will host skate 
and BMX biking competitions on June 20 and 
21. The second day coincides with the interna- 
tional Go Skateboarding Day 

It marks the return of the Dew Tour to Chi- 
cago after a five-year hiatus. The tour stopped 
at Grant Park’s Hutchinson Field in 2009 and 
at a Soldier Field parking lot in 2010. 

Chicago joins Los Angeles, which will fea- 
ture skateboard competitions Aug. 14-16 and 
Breckenridge, Colo., which will host snow- 
board and freeski events Dec. 10-13. 

“We strive to bring the culture of skate- 
boarding to life through creativity and com- 
munity, and both Chicago and Los Angeles 
provide the perfect backdrop to celebrate 
skateboarding through the deep heritage and 


lifestyle surrounding the sport,” Greg Lyons, 
Mountain Dew’s vice president of brand mar- 
keting, said in a news release. 

The event in Grant Park would cover 
about six to seven acres including the recently 
opened skate park, according to Bob O’Neill, 
president of the Grant Park Conservancy 

In addition to the skate park, competitions 
would be held where the tennis courts are lo- 
cated to avoid road closures, he said last week. 
There would be viewing areas, concessions 
and sponsorship booths on open areas of the 
park. 

“What this does is put Chicago on the map 
as a skateboarding city and that makes us look 
far more innovative and modern,” O’Neill 
said. “Not only are we a big skateboarding and 
BMX city but we have this preeminent urban 
skate park in Chicago’s front yard.”

The only time you babysat your nephew in 
real life, you put his diaper on backward and 
inside out.

and less focus on having to survive physicall)^ 
because of that I think it leaves us with a lot 
more time to dick around. 

So you don’t usually hunt for your own 
dinner? 

No. I hunted over there for a cookie that 
was pretty delicious. No, we don’t hunt for 
dinner. We will like troll for a reservation. It’s 
very different. 

You’ve talked about bringing emotional 
honesty to other characters you’ve played 
and that in some ways this isn’t a departure. 
Still, was there any aspect of the role that 
worried you? It was interesting talking to 
your **Kroll Show” co-star Jenny Slate about 
her challenges for “Obvious Child.” 

"^ah. I have never been reaUy worried about 
the perception elements of it, like, “What’s 
he trying to do?” or anything. But I was wor- 
ried about just physically being able 
to do it and hoping I’d be able to 
do it, ’cause working with Rose 
and Bobby who are both such 
good actors, really proven ac- 
tors with so much range, that I 
hoped that I would be able to 
sort of hold my own amongst 
them. That was more of a con- 
cern for me than anything else. 

How did that play out? Did that cause you to 
ask more about how it was going? 

We didn’t have rehearsal time, but it just 
made me want to run the scenes with them 
as much as they would let me do it before 
we started shooting. We never had a ton of 
time in between scenes. Just talking about it, 
talking about really where we were, what our 
characters were doing, why the script, why 
we were saying what we were saying, I think 
that really became the way to push through. 
Also acting, it’s not like brain science; I don’t 


even know if that’s a term. Brain surgery 
Though I’d like it if brain science {was} also. 
But it’s not brain surgery Your character is 
in this situation, and you’re trying to convey 
that, and so if you think about it and try to 
react honestly as you would if you were that 
person, which is I guess ostensibly what 
acting is, then hopefully you can get there. It 
really helps to have good co-stars and a good 
director who can help you navigate that. 

Joel McHale told me that sometimes his wife 
has to teii him “T urn it off” because that’s 
how his brain works comedically. How much 
has that been an issue for you at any time in 
your life? 

It’s always been— if you’re someone who’s 
known for being funny, I think it becomes a 
part of you. It becomes a nervous response 
to an environment. It’s something to fall 
back on. And I definitely do bits a lot. But 

also I feel pretty capable of just having 
conversations. But that also means 
sometimes people want the 
comedy version of you. 

Can you tell when people are 
trying to get that out of you? 

Yeah. Sometimes in interviews, 
or like people want to take a 
picture with you and they’re like, 
‘And now just do something crazy!” 

And you’re like, “No, I don’t want to. I don’t 
want to be crazy right now” It’s like people 
feel comfortable doing that with comedians. 
But you would never be to an actress, be 
like, “Do something slutty” Y^u know? Not 
enough people ask me to do something slutty 
in pictures. But that would annoy me too in 
the end. 

Jake can’t swim. What’s something you 
learned to do later in life compared to when 
others learn it? 


I tried to play ice hockey in like seventh 
grade, and I didn’t know how to skate. I 
played roller hockey and street hockey and I 
got into {ice} hockey and I started watching 
it, and I thought it was so {bleepingj cool. So 
I played hockey but genuinely could barely 
skate. And that was terrible. But very fun and 
a great experience of just throwing yourself 
into something that you’re not going to be 
good at right away and everyone’s going to be 
well beyond you and it’s not some victory like 
where by the end of the season I scored the 
winning goal. I was still pretty [bleepy] by the 
end of the year. 

How badly hurt did you get? 

It was the first year of hitting {in the league], 
and I was slow and small. I was just like a re- 
ally beautiful, gleaming, moving target. But it 
was a good experience. 

What’s something, if anything, you’ve 
learned about yourself playing douche-y 
characters like Ruxin and The Douche? 

Have you seen yourself as them and said, 
“Oh, I do that just like they do, and maybe I 
shouldn’t”? 

Huh. All of the various versions of ’em, the 


fun thing is figuring how to make a douche 
likable. I guess I’ve spent most of my career 
trying to figure that out. When we shot the 
first season of “The League,” before it came 
out, me and the cast, I was like, “This guy’s 
going to be the most unlikable guy on televi- 
sion. Ruxin’s the worst! None of his friends 
like him at all. He’s mean and small and petty 
And kind of cruel.” So it was fun and so crazy 
to see that people kind of liked him. Which 
was cool but also sets a terrible precedent for 
whoever the Ruxin is in everybody’s fantasy 
league because people will be like, “I’m the 
Ruxin of my league.” I’m like, “Oh, what 
you’re saying to me is that you’re a 
{bleeplhead. {Laughs.} That everyone in your 
league hates you.” 

Have you ever responded to someone like 
that after they told you they were the Ruxin? 

Oh, yeah. There’s a couple people who have 
named their children Ruxin. There’s lo dogs 
out there at least— at least!— named Ruxin. 
And there are at least two children named 
Ruxin. Which blows me away 

It’s a high bar to set for your child. 

It’s like naming your child Hitler.

I hen people approach “The Age of Adaline” star Michiel 
Huisman and say, 'Are you the guy from ...?” he enjoys 
that moment before the question is finished. 



“I have a beat to think, ‘Is she going 
to say ‘Nashville’ or ‘Orphan Black’ or 
whatever,’ ” says the 33-year-old Dutch 
actor, who’s also been seen on “Treme” 
and currently stars as Daario Naharis on 
“Game of Thrones,” at the Waldorf As- 
toria Hotel. ‘And I turn out to be wrong 
almost all the time. I guess it shows that 
I really can’t tell who’s watching what. 
‘Game of Thrones’ is obviously the big- 
gest show and the most popular show 
I’ve worked on, so you’d think that 
that’s always going to be the one. It’s not 
necessarily always the one.” 


On Friday viewers finally can see him 
starring on the big screen (Huisman 
also appeared in “Wild” last year and 
previously in several shows and mov- 
ies in his home country) as a highlight 
of “The Age of Adaline.” He plays El- 
lis, the man who makes Adaline (Blake 
Lively) question her usual policy of 
running away from almost everyone 
she encounters— a result of not want- 
ing anyone to do experiments on her if 
they found out she’s 107 years old and 
doesn’t age.

if it’s better not to age or to age 
backwards iike Benjamin Button: 

[Laughs.] Yeah, you’d think that not ag- 
ing is better. Maybe between the two it 
actually is. But obviously in our movie 
not aging turns out to be a burden, a 
curse. ... I thought “Benjamin Button” was 
quite a sad story. It’s kind of sad to age 
backwards. [Laughs.] 

The best use of time for someone who 
wakes up and reaiizes they don’t age: 

I don’t know, but I know what I would 
do: I would try to live on every continent 
of the world for an extended amount of 
time. Let’s say 10 years. 

inciuding Antarctica? 

Yeah. You have all the time in the world. 
Just do everything. 

What he’d want to do there: 

I don’t know. Just, uh, you know, think. 
[Laughs.] Explore and be cold. 

The aiternate version of “Adaiine,” 
where she’s frozen at 12: 

[Laughs.] Yeah, that would be a great 
movie too. Then I couldn’t have played 
the romantic man opposite Blake Lively. 

Something magical he wanted to hap- 
pen to him at any time in his life: 

I think I always wished I could play gui- 
tar as well as Jimi Hendrix. That would 
be pretty magical if it still happens. But 
I worked on that [ability] too. I just think 


I will never get there. Let me rephrase 
that: I know that I will never get there. 

But that would be magic, man. 

How many times in his life he’s written 
a song or sung for a love interest: 

Urn, yeah, maybe a couple times. But 
there’s one time that I was really suc- 
cessful. It turned out to be a song for the 
girl that became my wife. So talk about 
being persistent, my character in the 
movie is persistent in pursuing Adaline. 

It wasn’t so much of a stretch for me. I 
went after my wife for like five years. We 
would go on dates and had very roman- 
tic evenings but nothing would happen, 
and at some point I wrote a song about 
that. And then when I told her about 
that, this was in Amsterdam, so she 
was sitting on the back of my bicycle; 

I was riding the bike through the city. 

We were going somewhere, and I told 
her, “You know what? I wrote this song 
about that one night that we went to the 
beach.” She was like, “Oh, OK.” So I sang 
this song. It was very much about how 
I wished that I had the guts to tell her 
what I felt for her, and what I blah blah 
blah. She goes, “Oh, really?” That night 
we shared our first kiss, and we’ve been 
together for 10 years.

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[Laughs.] I would not really respond to 
that. I would be like, “OK.” 
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A seemingly edited 
assessment of comments 
he gets from friends about 
being the love i nterest for 
Connie BMw , [Biake Livelyl 
and more: 


People think I’m a very lucky 
man. And rightfully so. I’ve 
been very fortunate to work 
with a bunch of amazing ac- 
tresses over the last two years. 


Another show he’d like to 
make an appearance on, 
and one it wouldn’t make 
sense for him to join: 

I was obsessed with “Breaking 
Bad,’’ and it doesn’t really 
make sense for me to join that 
show right now at this point. 


If the actor, who’s very 
versatile with accents, 
could knock out five 
accents in a row: 

[Laughs.] No, because I don’t 
really consider myself an ac- 
cent expert. If I just think of 
my dad, [in Dutch accent], “He 
would sound a little bit like 
this because he’s Dutch.’’ So 
this is what I used to sound 
like before I started working 
with my dialect coach, [with- 
out accent] It’s kind of cool 
to realize. When I’m having a 
conversation like this, it’s hard- 
er for me to stick with what- 
ever general American sound 
I try to achieve at some point. 
It’s one of the cool things for 
me about crossing the pond 
and starting over in English. 

At first it was very alienating. 


When I started working on 
“Treme,” which was my first 
job in the U.S., I felt like there 
was always a little bit of a 
distance between myself and 
my thoughts and the actual 
words that came out. Just be- 
cause probably they weren’t 
the words that I used as a kid 
or my mom used. It took me a 
couple of years before l-not 
only working on the dialect 
with a coach but also before I 
started thinking In English and 
dreaming in English. 

The solution to that: 

For me, time. Constantly work- 
ing on it, which trains your ear. 
And spending time in the U.S. 
That really helped. 

His dinner at Blackbird: 

I started with seared scallops 
and foie gras. And that was 
just to start. The duck. Pretty 
awesome. 

His favorite movie: 

“The Bicycle Thief.’’ 

“It’s just such a sim- 
ple, linear story. To 
me it has everything 
that a good movie 
should have. 

A movie that recent- 
ly “rocked his 
world”: 

“Mommy.’’ 

Why he pre- 
tends no one 
will see the 
work he 
does: 

It just kind 
of takes you 
out of the 
world that 
you’re trying 


to be in when you’re playing a 
scene. It’s hard work to think 
away all those 200 people or 
40 people, whatever the crew 
is, that are around behind the 
camera. To also think about, 
“Whatever I’m doing now is 
going to be seen by a million 
people,’’ it doesn’t really help 
my performance. A movie, 
that’s easier to a certain extent 
because you’re still shooting 
something, there’s the prom- 
ise that it might turn out to be 
a good movie, but you never 
know and it takes a year be- 
fore it comes out. When you’re 
working on a show like “Game 
of Thrones,’’ it’s kind of obvi- 
ous by now that people are 
going to be seeing what you’re 
doing. [Laughs.] So it takes 
more effort to let that go. 

How he’d summarize “Game 
of Thrones” in 10 words or 
less, since I’ve never seen it: 

Are you kidding me? [Me: I’m 
not. I’m the one guy.] That’s 
almost impossible [to 
summarize], you know 
that right? [Me: Of 
course.] Are you kid- 
ding? You have seen 
the show, right? [Me: 

No.] OK, well, I think it’s 
an epic story that 
takes place in 
a fantasy, 
medieval 
Europe I’d 
say, and 
it’s about... 
power. ... If 
there ever 
was a show 
you cannot 
summarize 
in 10 words, it’s 
probably “Game 
of Thrones.’’

A ridiculous waste of time 


What is Blake Lively 
doing in “The Age 
of Adaline”? I’m 
not asking what the 
former “Gossip Girl” 
is doing headlining 
a movie. (To quote 
a group of girls sit- 
ting near me at the 
screening: “I like 
her because she’s so 
pretty”) I’m asking 
what the hell is she 
doing in the movie? 
As Adaline, who’s cursed with the tragedy 
of being young and beautiful forever, Lively 
delivers every line with an arrogant remove, 
like someone just asked to kiss her hand. It 
doesn’t make her seem grand, like, “Oh, I 
really believe that inside Adaline is 107, even 
though she permanently looks 29.” It’s more 
like, “Is she speaking softly and annoyingly 
because she’s worried about breaking an 
imaginary egg?” It might be the most sepia- 
toned performance I’ve ever seen. 

This is a movie that seems like it worked 
better as a book— how else to explain why a 
man picking up a hat that’s blowing away is 
said to display “uncommon gallantry”— ex- 
cept it’s not based on a book. Adaline spends 
her life running away from people and places, 
sure that if she stays anywhere too long soci- 
ety will want to run tests on the woman who, 
thanks to a bolt of lightning and an acid that 
won’t be discovered until 2035 (seriously), is 
immune to the effects of time. Recognize 


III! The Age of Adaline 
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this doesn’t mean she’s immortal— she’s not 
safe from disease or accidents. Still, Adaline 
has an extremely narrow-minded view of her 
condition, even though it’s been ages since 
the FBI was hot on her tail. 

Obviously she has to meet a guy who 
throws that policy into question. That’s Ellis 
(Michiel Huisman of “Game of Thrones,” 
“Wild,” “Nashville”), who won’t take, “This 
can’t work. I’m moving” for an answer. Sadly, 
this is the only obstacle the writers (one of 
whose only previous credit is “Nic andTrista 
Go Mega Dega”) and director Lee Toland 
Krieger (proving that the slack pacing and 
minimal conflict in “Celeste and Jesse Forev- 
er” wasn’t a fluke) can come up with: whether 
or not Adaline will keep up this nonsense. 

Luckily Huisman’s pretty good; ‘Adaline” 
actually has a few sweet moments, unlike, 
say “The Longest Ride.” But it includes an 
absurd coincidence involving Ellis’ dad (Har- 
rison Ford) that is far weirder than the way 
the characters treat it, and the ending is a 
cop-out, fitting for a movie that never really 
engages with the question of how to live with 
too much time on your hands. Vampires have 
dealt with this for a long time. And nothing 
in “The Age of Adaline” affected the afore- 
mentioned girls as much as when Adaline’s 
dog gets sick, the definition of a cinematic 
Hail Mary to bring on the tears.

While it’s exciting 
that my watch learned 
to talk and yelled, 
“Stop looking at me!” 
that doesn’t excuse 
the two-hour incom- 
petence festival that is 
“The Water Diviner,” 
Russell Crowe’s feature directorial debut. 

Note the pointless zoom. The inept edit 
with many useless shots. The fake-looking 
fights. The bad acting. The embarrassing use 
of piano and strings to score awful mini- 
montages like a romantic dinner that is then 
awkwardly followed by painful war flash- 
backs. The director has control over these 
things. And Crowe botches them all. 

The filmmaker stars as Joshua Connor, 
who takes time off from digging for water in 
Australia (and maniacally shouting toward 
the sky when he finds it) to travel to Istan- 
bul and search for the three sons who never 
returned from war four years earlier. Connor 
just lost his wife, and at the very least he

hopes to bury his children back home with 
their mother. There’s obviously something 
noble and not at all funny about that; you’d 
think a movie on the subject could muster 
some degree of well-captured emotion. 

That would be incorrect. Inspired by a 
true story in the sense that some soldiers 
were missing after the Battle of Gallipoli, 
“The Water Diviner” includes cliches like 
a cute kid in need of a father figure and 
an available beauty (Olga Kurylenko) who 
gradually warms up to the hero. It also 
features an under-utilized Jai Courtney 
(“Terminator Genisys”) saying clunky lines 
like, “How much blood do you need for it to 
be holy?” Isabel Lucas plays a prostitute (I 
think) whose big scene involves fashioning 
dough into the shape of male genitalia. 

Maybe the worst of all this, though, is 


how poorly (as in not at all) Crowe captures 
the reason for the fighting on screen or how 
anyone got involved. Yes, this is an ambi- 
tious effort for a first-time feature, but Jon 
Stewart fared far better with the likewise 
challenging “Rosewater.” The poorly titled 


“The Water Diviner”— which, even though 
it’s only one scene, I wish was called “Cricket 
on a Train”— only registers in a few small mo- 
ments, like finding rounds of ammo where 
the water meets the sand. Mostly it’s as lousy 
as “Noah,” just not as loud.

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WRIGLEYVILLE PIZZA BAR HEATING & COOLING HAS ROCK ’N’ ROLL FLAIR TO SPARE 
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By Michael Nagrant i for redeye 

A dolfo Garcia and Carmen Rossi have a knack for merging great food, design and 
nightlife culture. At Hubbard Inn, they found a way to build a stellar late-night 
lounge with high-quality food to match. At Barn & Company, they created a clubby, 
rustic bar that also serves top-notch barbecue. Their newest partnership. Heating & 
Cooling, is a rock ’n’ roll-meets-motorcycle culture design fantasy fueled by beer and 
gourmet pizza. As Garcia put it, “Our philosophy is to do everything with integrity, to 
respect the community and to evaluate what a place or space needs.” He added, “The 
food has to be good. A lot of people think, you’re in Wrigleyville, you don’t even have 
to try, but we are serious about making pizza. We are seeking to create an experience 
that’s timeless and appealing to everyone, rich or blue collar.” I recently stopped in to 
see if Heating & Cooling would indeed be timeless or a flash in the pizza pan. 


THE SCENE 

It seems like almost every bar in Wrigleyville 
is either an Irish pub or a huge open-air bar 
relying on exposed wood timber and beer 


logo-covered table tents for ambiance. Rossi 
and Garcia break that mold with a fantasti- 
cally designed space. Touches inspired by 
Rossi, a vinyl-collecting fanatic, include a bar 


with shelves made from the casings of hol- 
lowed out drum bodies, candid rock ’n’ roll 
photography from legendary music photog- 
rapher Paul Natkin and a choice quote from 
Guns N’ Roses frontman Axl Rose painted 
on the wall that says, “I’m not God, but if 
I were God, 3/4 of you would be girls, and 
the rest would be pizza and beer.” Garcia’s 
passion for motorcycles, particularly cafe 
racer-style bikes of the ’60s and ’70s, is 
evident in framed motorcycle crankcases 
and carburetors picked up from a local cycle 
repair shop and shopping excursions around 
the Midwest. There’s also a cool installation 
of vintage motorcycle helmets and a maze- 
like run of industrial plumbing fittings that 
terminate in custom ceiling light fixtures 
made from motorcycle head lamps. This 
might be the most interesting-looking space 
in Wrigleyville. 


THE CRUST 

The majesty of the space doesn’t distract me 
from the fact that this is the most disap- 
pointing pizza crust I have had in months. 

I ordered four different pizzas and the base 
on all of them was dry, lightly colored— as 
if it hadn’t been cooked long enough— and 
full of sandy cornmeal. It was barely puffy 
at the edges and chewing it was an exercise 
in boredom. I relish leftover pizza, but after 
trying one slice the next day at lunch, I threw 
the rest away Executive chef Bob Zrenner 
told me the dough was double-proofed, given 
both a warm and cold rise. This type of treat- 
ment usually leads to a nice development of 
chewy, bready gluten and a puffy edge, but 
neither was very evident on the pies I tried. 
The one redeeming quality of the crust was 
a hint of sweetness, which Zrenner told me 
came from a touch of honey

THE TOPPINGS 

What’s fascinating about the crust failure 
is that Zrenner, a veteran of fine-dining 
destinations Tru and North Pond, knows 
how to cook. In total opposition to the crust, 
the balance and quality of pizza toppings 
was excellent. Featuring Barn & Company’s 
silky, slow-smoked pulled pork, fresh sliced 
jalapeno and a smoky blend of gouda and 
mozzarella, the Graceland pizza ($i8 for 
a 14-inch pie, $24 for 20-inch) is one 
of the better barbecue pizzas in 
Chicago. The Boss ($18 for 
14-inch, $24 for 20-inch), 
topped with fried calamari, 
arugula and fiery giardiniera, 
was a satisfying mix of black 
pepper flavor and crispy crunch. 

The Get Him to the Greek ($20 
for 14-inch, $26 for 20 -inch) featur- 
ing knobs of juicy housemade merguez 
(lamb) sausage, crumbles of salty feta, trans- 
lucent cucumber wafers, cooling tzatziki 
and sharp red onion reminded me of a great 
late-night gyro.

traditional brown sugar- or molasses-based 
sweet sauces that cut through the heaviness 
of the smoke, cheese and pork on that pie. 

THE DRINKS 

The beer list, which features 70 -plus bottles, 
cans and draft selections, is pretty deep. Cub- 
by fans looking to drink like a Wrigleyville 
original will be happy with the hefty 

old-man lager selection that includes 
Stroh’s, Hamm’s, PBR, Old Style 
and Old Milwaukee ($4-$5). 

Beer nerds will dig the wide 
IPA selection and interesting 
outliers, such as malty Baba 
black lager from Salt Lake City’s 
Uinta Brewing ($5). I especially 
enjoyed a tallboy can of O-Gii Wit 
witbier ($7) from Milwaukee Brew- 
ing, with its honey notes that paired well 
with the honey in the pizza crust. 


THE BOTTOM LINE 


THE SAUCE 

Tomato sauce serves as the base for the 
Greek and calamari pies, and because both 
pies are augmented by additional flavors — 
tzatziki on the former, and giardiniera on the 
latter— the red sauce blended well and added 
a nice acidic component to each. But on a 
basic cheese pie with nothing to hide behind, 
the sauce was pasty and cloying. The Caro- 
lina mustard sauce on the Graceland was a 
brilliant tangy and acidic departure from 


If you’re looking for a good can of beer or 
two before or after a Cubs game. Heating & 
Cooling’s well-curated rock ’n’ roll-meets- 
motorcycle space is a cool, inspired alterna- 
tive to the generic warehouse-sized pubs 
that seem to line Clark Street. Until the 
pizza crust is tweaked, you may be better off 
either managing your expectations or eating 
elsewhere.

S uperheroes, wizards and Jedi knights of all ages will descend 

upon the Windy City this weekend when the Chicago Comic and 
Entertainment Expo (C2E2) comes to town for its fifth year. With 
attendance topping more than 50,000 admissions in 2013, the expo 
touted as a celebration of comic books and pop culture has become a tent pole 
event for ReedPop, the company that runs it. 


Brian Stephenson, brand director for 
ReedPop, has been involved with C2E2 since 
its inception in 2010, and admits that the 
show has had its growing pains, initially strug- 
gling to attract Chicagoans due to its isolated 
McCormick Place location and other factors. 
But Stephenson says he has seen attendance 
spike in recent years with the addition of 
shuttles from downtown and partnerships 
with local restaurants and breweries. He also 
points out that the expo is attracting a more 
loyal following and larger international audi- 
ence. “We love what the show has become,” 
he said. “Seventy percent of the audience 
doesn’t attend other shows.” 

Stephenson also has high hopes for the 
show’s future. “It has all the potential in the 
world to be bigger than San Diego {Comic 
Con] or New York,” Stephenson said, “all 


based on the square footage at McCormick.” 

The centerpiece of the show this year is the 
“C2E2 Crown Championships of Cosplay” 
which takes place on Saturday night. With a 
top cash prize of $10,000, the event attracts 
“cosplayers” (short for “costume players”) 
from all over the country who will be putting 
their work on display in a pageant to deter- 
mine who has the best costume. 

Stephenson explains that ReedPop wanted 
to create a “Super Bowl of Cosplay” for fans, to 
recognize the talent within the community To 
that end, they partnered with Wikia, a compa- 
ny dedicated to fan-generated online content 
and experienced in running cosplay contests. 

“We’re big fans of cosplay” said Annette 
Caldwell, director of programming, lifestyle 
and books for Wikia. “{It’s} one of the most vi- 
sual homages to fandom that you could create.”

And now, 
head-to-toe denim looks as chic as the fabric’s 
birthplace (France) and yet as carefree as its 
adoptive home (America). 

It’s a winning combination this spring, as 
designers and premium denim brands triple- 
dog-dare women not only to double up on 
denim, but to do it in one piece or a matching 
two-piece ensemble. 

“Denim is having a major moment this 
season when anything goes— from shredded 
to dark-wash, low-slung or high-waisted, and 
even patched or bedazzled,” said Sasha Sa- 
rokin, Net-A-Porterxom’s buying manager. 
“Designers are finding ways for denim to 
fit with any occasion, whether it be a super- 


clean, luxe skinny jean or a laid-back cropped 
wide-leg jean.” 

Leading the charge are denim dresses, rang- 
ing from embellished and evening-worthy at 
Bottega Veneta to office-ready at Victoria 
Beckham to weekend playful at AG Adriano 
Goldschmied in its collaboration with the 
aforementioned Alexa Chung. 

Two-piece denim pantsuits and jumpsuits 
surfaced at Stella McCartney and Fendi. Den- 
im overalls distance themselves from plumb- 
ers, ranging from open-backed and sexy at So- 
nia Rykiel (yes, sexy overalls) to skinny leg and 
youthful at J. Crew sibling Madewell to flares 
at Frame Denim. 

“I think a lot more designers and brands that 
you wouldn’t think of when talking about den- 
im have gone in that direction because they are 
seeing how transitional denim is,” said celeb- 
rity stylist Rachel Wirkus, citing the growing 
number of people who wear denim 24/7. 

Some denim-centric brands are thriv- 
ing too.

The 1970S vibe running through spring 
collections fortifies denim’s standing, rein- 
troducing flared jeans with a high rise from 
Louis Vuitton to DL 1961 to H&M. For men, 
chambray shirts have graduated to denim 
blazers from Burberry and John Varvatos. For 
the daring, “jorts” are back— jean shorts for 
men— at H&M. 

More than ever, denim invites experimen- 
tation. Just don’t overthink it, warns Sarah 
Ahmed, DLi96i’s creative director. “Denim 
is that one garment in your closet that should 
never be contrived,” Ahmed said. “The more 
you add to it, the more it takes away from its 
true appeal.”

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HBO cracking down on *GoT’ watch parties

It’s not a nerd prom without a little disap- 
pointment. Geek Bar Beta in Wicker Park 
was planning on having a blowout for the 
“Game of Thrones” season premiere earlier 
this month. 

There were going to be costumes and give- 
aways and, of course, televisions showing 
the premiere of HBO’s fantasy drama. This 
was the first opportunity Geek Bar, which 
opened in October, had to show a live “Game 
of Thrones” episode so the free party was pro- 
moted on Facebook to attract new customers. 

But it also attracted the attention of HBO, 
which sent a letter March 27 to Geek Bar, tell- 
ing the bar not to show “Game of Thrones” 
at its April 12 premiere party because HBO 
shows are not allowed to be screened in public. 

“It’s like they’re thumbing their noses at 
geeks,” Geek Bar owner David Zoltan told 
the Tribune. “The geeks are the core audi- 
ence. Without the geeks, ‘Game of Thrones’ 
would have never gotten this far.” 

Geek Bar is not the only establishment to 
be told “Game” over. HBO has been cracking 


down on bars that have been airing episodes 
of its bloody drama including a Brooklyn bar 
that received a cease-and-desist letter from 
HBO last week, according to media reports. 

HBO spokesman Jeff Cusson said in a state- 
ment that HBO is a pay subscription service 
that “should not be made available in public 
establishments. When it does happen, it is of 
particular concern when there is an attempt 
by such places to profit off of programming 
on the service.” 


The civil war between HBO and bars is not 
new but has become recently heated as HBO 
has battled piracy of the popular “Game of 
Thrones,” which drew a record 8 million 
viewers for its Season 5 premiere this month. 
A decade ago, HBO sent cease-and-desist let- 
ters to bars and restaurants, including some in 
Chicago, that showed “The Sopranos.” 

A Northwestern University law professor 
said it is HBO’s right to threaten penalties 
because screenings of the show at bars can be 


considered unauthorized public performanc- 
es, which are illegal under federal law 

“You can have friends over {to watch the 
show] but when you’re at a bar with people, 
many of whom of are strangers, that’s differ- 
ent,” said Northwestern associate professor 
Peter DiCola, who specializes in music copy- 
right law “If you’re a bar owner, your disagree- 
ment is with Congress, not with HBO.” 

But Zoltan said his beef is with HBO. He 
said the cease-and-desist letter was a “huge 
surprise” because “Game of Thrones” is so en- 
trenched in geek culture. 

“We love the show and it’s part of what the 
people are talking about in the bar,” Zoltan 
said. 

So on Sundays, Geek Bar closes for a private 
event at 8 p.m. which is the time “Game of 
Thrones” airs. The bar stops serving food and 
drink. As to whether the show is screened, 
Zoltan is coy 

“What happens at that private event is 
anybody’s guess,” Zoltan said. “We have to be 
very careful. We can’t afford to fight HBO’s 
legal team.”
